J. wicDougall, Licul, Col 'S, Shaw, 
Major T. W. Boyed, ond Captain 
Major) <A. R. Cole 
quhoune eee 

Mr Bloke sald that In considering 
charges one and two the Court should 
de satisfied that (n) there was neg- 
lect to the prejudice of good order 
and military discipline; (b) the ace 
cused wos officer in charge of the 
petrol accounts and (c) he so negll- 
fently performed his duties as to be 
unable ‘to.nccount for the deficiencies 
set out In the charges. 

With regard to (c¢) Mr Blaice drew

“Finally I remind you that your 
verdict on cach charge must be 
based on the evidence before you,” 
he sald “‘And if you are in any doubt, 
the benefit must be given to the ac- 
cused.” : 

He concluded by congratulating 
the prosccuting officer (2/Licut, K. 
E. Allanson) and the defending 
oMicer (2/Licut. H. S. Badger) on 
the able manner in which they pre- 
sented their cases, which had been 
a great help'to the Court. 


Plea in Mitigation 


After the President had announced 
that the Court had found defendant 
not gullty on charges two and three, 
Lieut. (Temporary Captain) H, C. 
G. Cartwright, Adjutant, 22nd For- 
tress Company, Royal Engineers, 
gave evidence of accused's good 
charaeter, long service and clean 
record.

"Making a plea ‘in mitigation: of 
sentence the defending officer sald 
that with regard to the first charge, 
alleging negligence, thero were -de- 
ficlencles when accused toole over, 
and had ho been wise he ‘would hava 
refused to tale over until the short- 
ages had been accounted for. Inatcad, 
he took over believing that -he would 
be able to adjust the accounts, Bu’ 
further deficlencies arose during his 
administration duc to stocky being 
issued before they were signed for. 


“On ench of the remaining charges 
the Court has found that the accused 
was privy.to the making of a false 
statement In an Army form (vou- 
cher) the contents of which it’ was 
his duty to ascertain the accuracy,” 
suid the defending officer, "Two of 
these deficiencles which: the accused 
reported to hts Company Comman- 
der, Major Grase, were petrol and 
paraffin, and .it was in respect of 
these discrepancica that Major Grose 
ordered: the accused to check: back 
and to find out to whom the Issucs 
had been mode and to obtain signa- 


tures from those pcople.’ 


Instead of saying that he could not 
check back, the accused attempted 
to carry out his Company Comman- 
der’s orders, and ordered Sapper 
Kuester to prepare the necessiry 
‘forms, which were signed. 


“But {t has not been shown that 
the petrol was not issued to the 
lorrics speclficd in cach form, nor 
that the paraffin was not Jssued to a 
member of the Staff Sergeant's ree 
palr -party,” sald 2/Lieut. Badger, 
adding, “As I sce it, the evidence 
shows that the guilt of the necused 
Nes solely in- the fact that he should 
have been a little more prudent and 
a little more painstaking; and I asi 
the.Court to accept that view and 
to have ‘ft in mind. whilst deciding 
upon his punishment.”

eA AN INCIDENT? | 

UNDER the stress of war, 
‘some of our ‘words are _ taking:

Through an inspir- 
ed stroke by the enterprising 
Japanese, it has come to mean 
not this or ‘that part of a war, 
but a complete war. ‘Tokyo 


faction from referring to’ the 
“China incident." It has lasted 
for years, and must therefore be 
the longest incident on record. 
Moreover, it is not yet finished. 

The people ‘at Home are much 
more modest in their war-time 
“incidents.” With them the 
word merely means that a Ger- 
man bomb has fallen on such- 
and-such a street or building or 
open space—and -many bombs 
have, un-Nazi like, preferred 
open spaces. The bomb may 
not explode; presumably it is an 
incident none the less. Even if 
the damage be fairly extensive, 
the affair remaing no more than 
incident. Therein may be 
seen further evidence of the 
complete self-possession with 
which the British nation has 
adjusted itself to the war in 
general and. to would-be Blitz- 
krieg in particular. . 

Some may sec in the widening 
use of the word, a tendency, 
thanks to the censorship, to be- 
come less ‘and ‘less disposed to 
call a spade a spade and a bomb 
abomb. These hour critics may 
be dismissed out of hand.

Social Services 


Regarding social services it is my 
frm bellef that economic develop- 
inent must precede and be the basis 
of socinl welfare and these draft 
estimates include provision for a 
Fisheries Research Station, and an 
Experimental Agricultural Station in 
the New Territories. Provision for 
the building of the Fisheries Research 
Station was included In the printed 
estimates for the current year when 
It was anticipated that the cost would 
berinet by a grant from the Colonlal 
Development Fund.

itself next year from Colonial funds.
